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Congress will be called u pon to 
consider a plan to add more than 
10,000,000 people to the social se­ 
cu rity rolls. These wou ld inclu de 
self-employ ed families, farm and 
domestic workers not

ered, and professional people — 
phy sicians, lawy ers, etc. 
Very cogent objections can be 
made to this project. For one thing, 
it wou ld mean more and more 
government involvement with the 
liv es of more and more people, 
whether they desired it or not— 
and certainly , one of the greatest 
needs oi the time is to limit gov­ 
ernment, to call a halt to p atern­ 
alism and socialism, and to re ­ 
turn to those concepts of local and 
indiv idual responsibility and in- 
depandence u pon which this gov­ 
ernment was fou nded and which 
made us strong. For a'notfter thing, 
almost all au thorities are agreed 
that the present social secu rity 
sy stem is abou t as u nsou nd as 
any thing cou ld be, and both of­ 
ficial and private agencies are now 
working on plans to* drastically 
rev ise it. So long as that 
is the 
case, it shou ld not be expanded. 
A mu ch better plan has been 
proposed by the American Med­ 
ical Association, and has been giv­ 
en wide su pport. Under it self-em­ 
ploy ed persons wou ld be allowed 
to defer federal income tax pay ­ 
ments on p art of their earnings. 
These earnings wou ld be pu t in­ 
to pension fu nds which cou ld be 
withdrawn only when the person 
retired or became permanently 
disabled. 
It is hard to see how any one 
can validly oppose so « ou nd a 
concept as this. It wou ld be 100 
per cent volu ntary .

It shows that the railroads and 
other su rface carriers moved 17,- 
500.000.000 pieces of non-local first 
class mail for which they received

for transporting each 
piece. The airlines carried abou t 
1.333.000.000 pieces of air mail for 
which they received an average of 
some two and two thirds cents per 
piece—more than 20 times as mu ch 
as the railroads. 
The railroads also rent to the 
Department space and facilities for 
distribu ting mail en rou te, a serv­ 
ice not provided by arlines. When 
the money paid the railroads for 
these facilities is considered, ther 
revenu es came to one fou rth of 
one cent per peice—less than one 
tenth as mu ch as was paid air 
carriers for transportation only . 
On a ten-mile basis, railroads 
and other su rface carriers tthe 
railroads providing approximately 
90 per cent of the service! re­ 
ceived an average of a little more 
than 16 cents for moving one ton 
of first class mail one mile.

A few 
w e e k s later, the Stevensons were 
again on the high seas bound for 
Australia. 
Sam oa’s simplicity and charm 
had left a deep im pression on the 
wandering w riter and Stevenson 1 
soon returned to it with his family.

Some farmers continued to sell 
freely at these prices but many 
were holding their cotton off the 
market. Interest in the loan was 
active. Middling 1—1-16” cotton 
was quoted on the Memphis mark­ 
et at 33.15 cents oer nound on 
Thursday, October 8. This com­ 
pares with 34.40 cents a week earli­ 
er and 38.50 a year ago. The loan 
rate for Middling 1—1-16” cotton 
at Memphis is 34.24 cents per 
pound. 
Trading was moderatielv active 


on spot cotton markets early in 
the week but slackened as prices 
declined. Offerings increased but 
were limited in comparison with 
the volume of ginnings. A fair vol­ 
ume of cotton, mostly in the hands 
of country buyers, sold at or a 
little under loan levels. Demand 
was strongest from shippers need­ 
ing cotton to cover nearby com­ 
mitments and for medium staple 
lengths of Strict Low Middling and 
above grades. Reported sales on 
the Memphis, Little Rock and New 
Orleans markets totaled 170 900 
bales compared with 212,400 last 
week and 231,400 in the correspond­ 
ing week a year ago. 
Domestic mill purchases were 


moderate in volume and mostly for 
prompt and nearby shipment. Ex­ 
port inauiries increased but prices 
bid by foreign mills were too low 
to attract a very large volume of 
offerings.

GARNISH FOR YOUR MEAT DISH 
Gay garnishes can set off your 
dinner roast. A bit of color adds 
the finishing touch to your dinner 
table, the same as accessories to 
a basic dress, points out Reba 
Staggs, home economist. 
Hot garnishes are suggested far 
hot meat dishes; cold garnishes 
for cold meat dishes. Of course, 
there are exceptions to this rule. 
Bright spiced crabapples, spiced 
peaches or apricots, orange slices, 
fruit-filled orange cups are all fine 
for garnishing roasts.

Since Columbus discovered America 
in 1492 the world has made great 
strides - has discovered some of the 
inmost secrets of the universe. But 
the greatest discovery of all awaits 
us, the formula for permanent peace 
that men may live together in har­ 
mony. 
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Congress will be called upon to 
consider a plan to add more than 
10,000 000 people to the social se­ 
curity rolls. These would include 
self-employed families, farm and 
domestic w orkers not now cov­ 
ered, and professional people — 
physicians, lawyers, etc. 


Very cogent objections can be 
made to this project. For one thing, 
it would mean more and more 
governm ent involvement with the 
lives of more and more people, 
w hether they desired it or not— 
and certainly, one of the greatest 
needs ol the tim e is to limit gov­ 
ernm ent, to call a halt to p atern­ 
alism and socialism, and to re ­ 
turn to those concepts of local and 
individual responsibility and in­ 
dependence upon which this gov­ 
ernm ent was founded^ and which 
m ade us strong. For another thing, 
almost all authorities are agreed 
that the present social security 
system is about as unsound as 
anything could be, and both of­ 
ficial and private agencies are now 
working on plans to drastically 
revise it. So long as that is the 
case, it should not be expanded. 
A much better plan has been 
proposed by the American Med­ 
ical Association, and has been giv­ 
en wide support. Under it self-em ­ 
ployed persons would be allowed 
to defer federal income tax pay­ 
m ents on part of their earnings.

Even though industrial em ploy­ 
m ent in the county has grown 
by leans and bounds during the 
past few years, the population in­ 
crease has out-run the em ploy­ 
m ent step-up. 
This county has potentialities. 
It is very nearly certain that a 
large chemical plant will be built 
south of the Twin Cities next year, 
which will employ at least 500 
people. The prospect for a large 
plant ut Tenbrook in Rock tow n­ 
ship is exceptionally good. If and 
when these two plants are built, 
they will require a lot of m an­ 
power, but the people will be here 
to operate them when the tim e 
comes. The biggest problem will 
be housing, and that will come 
too. O ur point is this, the county 
needs to provide more em ploy­ 
m ent facilities for the people who 
live in the county.

Spot Cotton Prices 
Show Some Decline 
Cotton prices in spot markets 
declined and some qualities of cur­ 
rent ginnings were quoted below 
loan levels in the South Central 
Area this week according to the 
Department of Agriculture. Prices 
paid farmers in country markets 
were at or near loan levels. Offer­ 
ings increased. Export inquiries 
were more numerous. Harvesting 
made rapid progress. 
Prices received by farmers for 
current ginnings in country mark­ 
ets were at or near loan level. 
Some farmers continued to sell 
freely at these prices but many 
were holding their cotton off the 
market. Interest in the loan was 
active. Middling 1-1-16” cotton 
was quoted on tho Memphis mark­ 
et at 33.15 cents nor pound on 
Thursday, October 8. This com­ 
pares with 34 40 cents a week earli­ 
er and 38.50 a vear ago. The loan 
rate for Middling I—1-16” cotton 
at Memphis is 3* 24 cents per 
pound. 
Trading was moderatiely active 
on spot cotton markets early in 
the week but slackened as prices 
declined. Offerings increased but 
were limited in comparison with 
the volume of ginnings. A fair vol­ 
ume of cotton, mostly in the hands 
of country buyers, sold at or a 
little under loan levels. Demand 
was strongest from shippers need­ 
ing cotton to cover nearby com­ 
mitments and for medium staple 
lengths of Strict Low Middling and 
above grades. Reported sales on 
the Memphis. Little Rock and New 
Orleans 
markets totaled 
170 900 
bales compared with 212.400 last 
week and 231.400 in the correspond­ 
ing week a year ago. 
Domestic mill purchases were 
moderate in volume and mostly for 
prompt and nearby shipment. Ex­ 
port inquiries increased but prices 
bid by foreign mills were too low 
to attract a very large volume of 
offerings. 
Picking and ginning were in full 
swing except for a short period 
during the middle of the week 
when light rains interrupted har­ 
v e st e over the northern part of 
the Area. Labor wa« adeouate in 
most sections and nriee* for nick­ 
ing ranged generally from S2 OO to 
$3 50 per hundred pounds.

GARNISH FOR YOUR MEAT DISH 
Gay garnishes can set off your 
dinner roast. A bit of color adds 
the finishing touch to your dinner 
table, the same as accessories to 
a basic dress, points out Reba 
Staggs, home economist. 
Hot garnishes are suggested for 
hot meat dishes; cold garnishes 
for cold meat dishes. Of course, 
there are exceptions to this rule. 
Bright spiced crabapples. spiced 
peaches or apricots, orange slices, 
fruit-filled orange cups are all fine 
for garnishing roasts. 
Occasionally, let your dinner veg­ 
etable serve as a garnish. Glazed 
carrots are an ideal additicnl B ak -1 
od potatoes topped with butter, as­ 
paragus, frenched or cut green 
beans, all may be used successful­ 
ly. For cold serving such as sliced 
pork loin, ham, or chilled lamb 
salad molds make an attractive gar 
nish. 
However, let your meat deter­ 
mine the garnish—fruits for pork, 
ham or lamb; vegetables for beef 
and veal. Remember, never over 
garnish the platter. They may get 
in your carver’s way, leading to 
ganiishes scattered over your din­ 
ner table.
